Document Dl, which is considered the closest prior 
art, discloses a cordless yarn control device 
according to the preamble of independent claim 1 
(see page 3, line 121, to page 4, line 4; figures 1 
and 11) . According to the embodiment shown in figure 
11, the end part of the driver has a curved hook 
(80, 82) designed as a damper, 

A disadvantage of this device is that the 
oscillation of the elastic hook does not allow for 
high rotation speeds. The object of the invention is 
to modify the known device in such a way that this 
disadvantage is eliminated. 

The stated problem is solved by the following 
features : 

The driver (4, 44, 68) is designed to be rigid in 
the longitudinal direction and split between the 
lifting device (22, 70) and the control means (30,

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46) , and the driver parts (4a, 4b, 44a, 44b, 68a, 
68b) are interconnected by an elastic damping member

device (66) acting as a damper. 

The combination of features of neither the first nor 
the second alternative is known from or suggested by 
the available prior art. Consequently, the subject 
matter of independent claim 1 involves an inventive 
step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Dependent claims 2-13 refer back to claim 1 and 
hence the subject matter of these claims likewise 
satisfies the requirement of PCT Article 33(3). 
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
